Pig and elephant 
DNA won't splice 


And a Reform-Tory union won't work, either

ny fan of South Park, the irreverent Comedy Central cartoon that cracks 
v= about everyone and everything, knows that pig and elephant DNA 

just won't splice. You can't, South Park logic suggests, breed pot -bellied 
pigs with elephants to come up with little pet elephants everyone will like. 
Eighties rockers Loverboy wrote a song about it, according to the cartoon’s 
characters. And even if you manage to get said porker and pachyderm drunk 
and they make sweet love, the offspring is gonna be weird. 

A particular episode of the cartoon, dealing with genetic engineering, pro- 
vides a modern cautionary tale and delivers a lesson members of the Reform 
Party and the federal Progressive Conservatives should pay close attention 
to. In the same way you can't breed a pig and elephant, you can’t mix 
Reformers and Tories to come up with a single, right-wing, political party 
everyone will like. 

Yet that scheme has been talked about since the last federal election, when 
the federal Tories made a political comeback, of sorts, rising from two MPs, 
elected during the shit-kicking of '93, to the more respectable but still-paltry 
20 seats it currently holds. Some members from both Reform and Conserva- 
tive parties, rabid in their hatred of the Chrétien Liberals, cursed the fact two 
right-wing parties created a split among right-wing voters. That’s when talk 
about uniting the political right began to really spread. 

A couple of years back, at a secret bunker in Calgary, far-right savanis like 
David Frum, Ezra Levant and Alberta Report turncoat (he’s now writing for 
The Journal) Lome Gunter met with other right-wingers to discuss ways of 
bringing people of like mind together in one uber party designed to defeat the 
federal Liberals. It failed. Other efforts have met the same fate. 

Why? Because Reformers and Conservatives are different animals. You 
could call one a pig and one an elephant, if you like. Reformers have a little 
more taste for savagery. That is to say, they're willing to privatize pretty much 
every government service and deregulate every industry and activity in one 
session of Parliament and let the free market run the country. 

Progressive Conservatives are more conservative in their conservatism. 
The Tories, like the Liberals, understand the importance of at least maintain- 
ing the guise of government and would not dismantle the structural underpin- 
nings of our nation. 

This is not to say, however, that these two groups are without similarities. 
Both parties like to kill their young and eat their dead. The federal Tories 
have built up a decades-old tradition of backstabbing which has kept the PCs 
out of office for most of this century. And although their tradition isn’t time- 
honored, Reformers have proven their willingness to publicly flog anyone 
who utters a word bringing party policy or leadership into question. Just ask 
former Reform MPs Jim Silye and Jan Brown, or pension-hugging Reformers 
Jim Hart and John “Roadkill” Williams. 

Similarities between the parties also include a shared belief that pig and 
elephant DNA can, in fact, be spliced. The latest attempts to unite the right 
include the involvement of Tory luminaries Rod Love, Premier Ralph Klein’s 
longtime companion, and Provincial Treasurer Stockwell Day. They're in bed 
with Ontario Transportation Minister Tony Clement, federal PC bagman Bob 
Dechert and a band of Reformers, drawing up plans to lay waste to the 
Liberals. If any of them emerge from the same meeting room without serious 
knife wounds and loss of blood — and that’s doubtful — their strategy will be 
flawed. Because your best hope can never be that the other guy is going 
away. 

This little experiment of political genetics will bring to term a baby with 
Lyle Oberg’s haircut and Preston Manning's eyeglasses (i.e. ugly). Sure, 
Canadians need a reasonable alternative to the Chrétien Liberals. But we're 
looking for something better than the corrupt, inbred offspring of two losers.

n keeping with its previous three 
feaitions this weekend’s 

Symphony Under the Sky festi- 
val’s wide variety of music, guest 
artists and atmosphere should suit 
literally everyone’s musical taste. 

Held over the five days and 
evenings of the Labour Day long 
weekend (Sept. 3 - 7) at the amphi- 
theatre at Hawrelak Park, the festi- 
val offers three types of entertain- 
ment — full symphony orchestra 
concerts with guest soloists on 
each of the five dates; solo recitals 
and special performances on the 
main stage on Saturday and 
Sunday; and “Pub in the Park” 
night-caps in a lighter musical vein 
following the symphonic offerings 
throughout the festival. 

Symphony Under the Sky grew 
out of an idea that David Hoyt, the 
festival’s conductor and host, pro- 
posed to Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra management over 20 
years ago. “For years, as a musi- 
cian, I was hoping there would be 
work in the summertime. In a 
sense, what it was, was a way of 
creating some new concerts at a 
time of year when there were usu- 
ally no concerts,” Hoyt explained. 

Audiences have continued to 
grow since the festival’s first year, 
“which proves (this) was a good 
idea,” he added. And he's right: 
Symphony Under the Sky is now a 
mainstay of Edmonton’s summer 
festival scene. 

This year, featured works and 
performers promise to whet the 
appetites of even neophyte sym- 
phony-goers. The opening concert, 
tonight at 7 p.m, is entitled Musical 
Voyages and features works that 
have something to do with travel 
by Austrian, Canadian, Czech, 
French, German and Italian com- 
posers. Canadian soprano Joanne 
Kolomyjec performs three operat- 
ic arias with the ESO and the con- 
cert will conclude with fireworks. 

Friday's concert, with Canadian 
pianist André Laplante as soloist, 
is called Under Paris Skies. It fea- 
tures music by French composers 
who worked in Paris as far back as 
1700 (Jean-Joseph Mouret’s Suite 
de Sinfonies) through the Roman- 
tic late 19th century (Jacques 
Offenbach’s very popular Orpheus 
in the Underworld: Overture) and 
into the early 20th century (Claude 
Debussy’s Prelude to the After- 
noon of a Faun, Maurice Ravel's 
Pavane for a Dead Princess and 
Piano Concerto for Left Hand,

tions, including the International 
Tschaikovsky Competition in 
Moscow, where he was awarded a 
silver medal in 1978. 

Saturday will be very busy, with 
afternoon solo recitals by Kolomy- 
jec and Laplante, followed by an 
orchestral concert appropriately 
entitled Russian Delights. Included 
is the ever-popular Flight of the 
Bumblebee by Nikolai Rimsky- 
Korsakov, Waltzes from the opera 
Eugene Onegin by Peter Tschai- 
kovsky, Sergey Prokofiev's 
Lieutenant Kije: Suite, as well as 
Dmitri Shostakowich’s Cello Con- 
certo No. 1, Young cello prodigy 
Ani Aznavoorian replaces the orig- 
inally-scheduled Armand Ksajikian 
as featured soloist. Aznavoorian, 
born in Australia, now hails from 
Chicago, where she began her 
cello studies at the age of three 
through a variation of the Suzuki 
Method originally developed for 
violin. She made her first major 
performance on television with the 
Chicago Symphony when she was 
only 11. Now in her senior year ati 
the Juilliard School in New York, 
she'll perform on the school’s bor- 


rowed cello, made in 1760 by José 


Contreras (the Stradivarius of 
Spain). 

Sunday will also be a busy day, 
beginning with the Teddy Bear's 
Picnic, a free special feature for 
children at 12:30 p.m. Popular chil- 
dren’s entertainer Charlotte 
Diamond performs the festival's 
first-ever concert aimed at young 
people (i.e. children of all ages) at 
2 p.m. and a cello recital by 
Aznavoorian is scheduled for 4 
p.m.

The orchestral concert, entitled 
The Great Outdoors, features sev- 
eral traditional Irish 
folk tunes arranged 
by Percy Grainger, 
as well as Antonin 
Dvorak’s Sym- 
phony No. 9: From 
the New World and 
Swiss composer 
Jean Daetwyler’s 
Concerto No. 1 for 
Alphorn and 
Orchestra. This 
will be performed 
by soloist William 
Hopson, playing 
what is probably the most unusual 
musical instrument ever pitted 
with the ESO — the Swiss 
alphorn. 

Originally from the United 
States, Hopson has been a French 
horn player in the Calgary Phil- 
harmonic since 1977 and became 
interested in the alphorn 20 years 
ago when a member of the philhar- 
monic's chorus (of German ances- 
try) expressed an interest in learn- 
ing to play an alphorn which her 
family possessed. “Because the 
sound produced (on the instru- 
ment) is similar to the French 
horn, people in the philharmonic 
office sent her to me,” Hopson 
explained. “As soon as I played the 
instrument, | kind of realized right 
then and there that it was some- 
thing I wanted to pursue.” 

_True_to the theme for the 
evening, Hopson devotes much of 
his summers hiking in the Rockies 
with his alphorn in hand, occa- 
sionally playing Swiss folk 
odies from various alpine 
meadows ie alpine 







Hopson said. 

“As a professional musi- 
cian, it’s my job to refute 
that (reputation of being 
hard to play). I think [ll do 
a very good job of that, but 
the reality is, along with 
pop music and the lyri- 
cal possibilities, it’s not 
an easy instrument to 
play.

“T never really thought I'd give a 
shit about my band name, but this 
whole thing made it feel like it was 
a part of the band we didn’t want 
to lose,” she said 

Having formed in late 1995, 
Hissy Fit has yet to release a full- 
length CD. However, they got great 
reaction to a demo cassette enti- 
tled Rude Like Me and a seven- 
song EP called What to Wear. And 
when the band submitted a three- 
song disc entitled For the Boys to 
the folks in charge of Factor fund- 
ing, it came back with a stamp of 
approval. So they'll be in the stu- 
dio in October, using up the Factor 
money to record a full-length disc. 

“Because money's been so tight, 
we've always recorded live off the 
floor,” she said of the band’s past 
recordings. “You run in, you pull 
out the gear, you play, play, play, 
then you pack it up.” 

For the Boys was recorded in a 
scant six hours and Grignet called 
What to Wear “an 18-hour adven- 
ture 

‘It was kind of like being really 
hungry and woofing back the burg- 
ers.” But they'll have a couple 
weeks, at least, for the new disc. 

Grignet says the band has 
always been conscious about 
finances, making sure the fulfil- 
ment of musical dreams doesn’t 
outstrip the sometimes meagre 
funds coming in. Much of that 
comes from the band’s maturity 
level: “I’m older than most of the 
people gigging around Vancouver,” 
Grignet said. 

She goes on to explain how she 
received classical music training 
as a child, then rebelled against 
that when she !eft home, taking on 


jobs in theatre, stage production 


and food service. By the time she 
returned to music, it was in a 
much different format than her 
upbringing had exposed her to, 
and she was older than most new 
punk musicians. 

“T still have no idea, really, how 
to play my guitar,” she said. “The 
minute I learn to play my guitar, I 
guess that’s when I'll no longer be 
in a punk band.”

felt far more in the long century 
since his death than it was dur- 
ing the late Victorian era he inhab- 
ited. It's an irony that Wilde would 
have loved. And it presents a trou- 
blesome intellectual challenge for 
essayists and biographers. The 
more you undertake to study Wilde 
in his life, the more you miss of the 
rich context of his true influence. 
Here's just one tiny example: 
Wilde was homosexual, right? 
Well, the word “homosexual” was 
coined in the late 1880s and while 
Wilde might have heard of the 
term, it’s unlikely he would have 
seen himself as one — most cer- 
tainly not in the way we see it. The 
politics around gender construc- 
tion have completely changed and 
Wilde has only recently been draft- 
ed (in a revisionist fashion) as the 
figurehead for a movement he did 
not anticipate. That’s the rub, then: 
making the leap from the Victorian 
Wilde of history to the contempo- 
rary modernist/homosexualist 
Wilde of popular culture.

Hoare, who's written biographies 
of Stephen Tennant and Noel 
Coward, sets out to illuminate 
Wilde’s influence by exploring the 
circumstances around the infa- 
mous Billings Trial of 1918, one of 
the definitive moments of this peri- 
od and an eerie rerun of Wilde’s 
own famous trials (including the 
presence and testimony of two of 
Wilde’s own lovers, Robbie Ross 
and Lord Alfred Douglas). 

The “Billing” in question was a 
right-wing politician by the name 
of Noel Pemberton Billing who 
purposefully libelled an American- 
born dancer named Maud Allan. 
Allan was mounting the first 
British production of Oscar 
Wilde’s Salome (which had been 
banned before Wilde’s arrest). 
Allan sued, and Billings turned the 
subsequent libel trial into a bully 
pulpit for his paranoid views. You 
see, Billing was convinced that 
homosexuals and the “cult of 
Oscar Wilde” posed the single 
biggest threat to the security of a 
nation mired deep in a European 
war that seemed endless. 

The world press flocked to the 
trial and listened to Billing’s rants 
about the “cult of the clitoris” and 
the so-called “47,000” (a mythical 
German black book listing 47,000 
British homosexuals ripe for 
blackmail and, in Billing’s warped 
view, traitors by their very natures, 
regardless if any such list existed). 

Fascinating stuff! This exhaus- 
tive book explores those years 
before and during the Great War 
and painful death of the last ves- 
tiges of Victorian sensibility that 
clung stubbornly for life and 
power in the face of the modernist 
behemoth sweeping over Europe

and the Americas. The persistent, 
still-brewing, anti-homosexual, 
anti-aesthete, anti-Wilde senti- 
ments were being stoked one last 
time by reactionary forces during 
the Billings Trial in a futile effort 
to return England to the repressed 
glory of her Imperial period. 

But as Oscar Wilde’s own 
sodomy trials (and subsequent 
martyrdom) prolonged the Victor- 
ian homogeny, the Billings Trial 
smashed what was left of the old 
Victorian morality. By rattling off 
the names of dozens of powerful 
Brits and accusing them of being 
part of the “47,000” (hence uniting 
the avant-garde/homosexual camp 
with the well-heeled ruling class), 
and by creating a vast public plat- 
form for the very modern ideas he 
was seeking to repress, Billing’s 
ploy backfired in a monstrous way. 
To support Billing (and the old 
school morality) was to support 
the rants of a bigot, Philistine and 
paranoid. Finally, England was 
ready to make the leap into the 
modern and fully inherit the legacy 
of Wilde.

s Hamlet eloquently pointed 
out in his famous soliloquy, life 
and death are both manifest in 
the human body — this: being the 
“mortal coil.” A living being is, of 
course, the essence of life and 
nature just as the bare skeleton 

refers to death and decay. 

These dichotomies, and the jux- 
taposition of other contrasting ele- 
ments, are explored in Marlena 
Wyman’s new exhibition of 
“anatomical works” at Manifesto 
(10043 - 102 St.). Resonating a kind 
of Renaissance spirit of careful 
observations and investigative 
studies, Wyman’s work focuses on 
parallels between the human form 
and the configurations found in 
nature. 

In works ranging from drawings 
and paintings to little window con- 
structions, the exhibition, entitled 
This Mortal Coil, presents the 
human body in all its intricate 
structures, details and associa- 
tions. Like the way Leonardo Da 
Vinci obsessively documented 
matching forms found in nature as 
well as in the human body, Wyman 
discovers similar patterns, repeat- 
ing shapes and connecting traces 
between plants and human 
anatomical structures. 

For example, the relationship 
between the human body and 
nature is indicated when Wyman’s 
detailed illustration of a muscular 
leg is mirrored with the other half 
of the body, recreated with vines 
and leaves. In this work, humans

and nature are literally portrayed 
as harmonic counterpar! ts, 

What is interesting is the con- 
trast between Wyman’s drawings, 
which conjure up references to the 
manner in which very exact and 
detailed botanical illustrations 
were once created, and her paint- 
ings, which present more emotion- 
al and abstract versions of the 
theme. It’s as if the sciences of ana- 
lytical studies are then transferred 
to larger expressions through “art.” 

References to the body are more 
elusive and almost volatile; the 
forms in the paintings are less tan- 
gible than the seemingly realistic 
counterparts depicted in her draw- 
ings. It is in her paintings where 
the representations of the human 
body seem to become more distant 
from nature. Colors are dark, such 
that figures seem ghost-like in their 
silhouette or bone structures seem 
immaterial against the darkness. 
Wyman moves from the physical in 
her drawings to the psychological 
in her paintings. 

This Mortal Coil not only “elic- 
it(s) a view of our mortality or a 
discomfort about what exists 
under our skins,” as stated by the 
artist, there’s also an element of 
fantasy in Wyman’s work. It 
describes to the viewer an imagin- 
able experience and understanding 
beyond what we see — just as 
Hamlet contemplated the question 
of what’s beyond life. Half man and 
half plant metamorphoses into 
strange beings. This kind of reverie 
contrasts with the pseudo-scientif- 
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details in conjunction with the 
dream-like intangibility of the spiri 
tual realm 

Although Man is arguably more

Respected catalogue translates well to Net

hen the World Wide Web began its Big Bang a few years ago, people 
lamented the detachment from real life Web surfers experienced 
and, as was the case with television, folks worried that too much 
time sitting in front of a cathode ray tube (which, by its very nature, must 
be evil) would make people dumb. Then came the counter-argument that 





the Net was actually sparking a revival of the written arts, that e-mail was 
behind an unseen boom in the art of letter-writing. The Web’s biggest fans 
would claim the Net is responsible for everything good. 

I'd argue that in a second. But I do have good news on the literary front: 
it concerns underground publishers who have important and unimportant 
interests, and how to find these publishers. 

First, a little history on a little literary catalogue called Fact Sheet 5. 
For more than a decade, this so-called “Zine of Zines” has served as a 
directory guiding the curious to zines about everything and anything. 
Mike Gunderloy’s quarterly publication began in 1982 as a listing of sci- 
ence fiction and games fanzines. It quickly grew from a two-page memo, 
mailed out to 25 people, to the bible of zine culture. 

What made it so important was intelligent reviews of zines, contact lists 
of zinesters and tips on DIY media. In 1990, Gunderloy gave up: His own 
zine was too big for one person to handle. But the void it left in zinedom 
needed to be filled. After a couple of brave (foolhardy?) souls stepped for- 
ward, the zine was revived and gained a new, improved status. 

The on-line version is pretty fine, too. Click through this site and you'll 
find your way to a treasure chest of literary goodies. There’s something 
for everyone (code for: “some of it’s crap”) in this directory. Witness 8- 
Track Mind, a zine dedicated to 8-track fans. Its current issue features an 
article explaining how to convert a fish tank into a television/8-track play- 
er “the ultimate stoner appliance.” It also has an (apparently) interesting 
article on listening to rare 2-track recordings. Hmmm. 

Then there’s Murder Can Be Fun, a reputable, established zine which, 
in its most recent edition, examines “naughty children from before 1960.” 
It relates tales of all the bad things children do. One article is entitled 
Choo Choo Crash Bang. You figure it out. 

The current Fact Sheet 5 also reviews a site you've read about here 
before: the brilliant online zone Shocked and Amazed, a zine by James 
Taylor about circus sideshows and their performers. 

You can also read a review of Monozine, a gross publication about il- 
nesses and accidents people have suffered. “I felt I had constipation, nau- 
sea, cancer, internal hemorrhages and inoperable tumors,” a reviewer 
writes of this zine’s effect. Another zine from the gross-out zone? Bowel 
Movement Quarterly. (“A perfectly brilliant addition to the family of defe- 
cation zines.”) 

I am not making this up! 

All in all, Fact Sheet 5 meets its mandate and reputation. If you want a 
guide to alternative press, check this site out. In the nearly two years I’ve 
been writing this column, I've probably bookmarked fewer than 10 sites. 
Fact Sheet 5 is now one of them.

Lablite pleases picky Patric 


Your Friends and Neighbors are kind of nasty in upcoming film

Wf rewes Neil LaBute does not make date 


movies. Unlike Whit Stillman’s Last Days of 


Disco, which looks at group mating rituals and is 
populated by characters who exist merely to serve 
pedantic dialogue, LaBute’s six characters in Your 
Priends and Neighbors ARE their dialogue: bitter, vit- 
riolic, shredding and tearing; eating away at whatever 
bonds exist, this group of people calls themselves 
friends. 

Essentially, the film is a story of camaraderie, if that 
is what you want to call it. Heaven help these people if 
they hated each other. 

The cast consists of Amy Brenneman (vintage 
NYPD Blue), Aaron Eckhart (fattened up and peroxid- 
ed from his role in The Company of Men), Catherine 
Keener (Box of Moonlight), Nastassja Kinski (who 
prefers to hide her “Manufactured by Roman Polanski” 
label), Ben Stiller (who I am convinced is not acting) 
and Jason Patric (who also produced this gem). 

The tweak about Patric is that while journalists 
often have to molly-coddle actors, verbally seducing 
them into revealing something honest, Patric refuses 


to stick to the agenda. 

His arrival is usually accompanied by a “weather 
report” as to his condition. 

In my telephone interview with him from Toronto, I 
found him to be unadorned — and that is a 
respectable way to be. 


Patric backs Your Friends and Neighbors because 
he feels the film is to the point. And “the point” is act- 


ing. 

Patric (After Dark My Sweet, Rush, Speed 2) is con- 
vinced there’s far too much film 
wasted in cinema, “and I’m tired of 
movies being 80 per cent music 
that tells me what to feel, tells me 
that this is heroic, this is sad, this 
is scary.” Movies infuriate him 
because “I like them and I like 
good ones, but I don’t like ones 
that are passed off as good but 
aren't. ’m not going to bemoan 
Hollywood and it’s not my job to 
be on a soapbox. It is my job to

find things that move me.” 

This leads us to the eternal quest of every actor 
(except Richard Gere, who never appears overly con- 
cerned with actually having to act) for a decent script 
Patric has made this an earnest and noble search, even 
though, at 32, he shows a surprising contempt for wad- 
ing through the drivel. 

(By 50, I wager he'll be full-blown cranky or he'll be 
therapeutically designing furniture like Twin Peaks 
director David Lynch.) 

For now, Patric is very pleased with what he consid- 
ers his finest accomplishment. But one has to put the 
loftiness of this achievement together with exactly 
what it is Patric has brought to the screen. Your 
Friends and Neighbors is one of the coldest yet hon- 
est films made. 

It’s like Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf to the 
power of six. The performances are a contro! experi- 
ence, with the odd metre of speech occasionally giving 
the film a play-like quality. 

It’s pointless to discuss this film without acknowl- 
edging the surgical edge of director Labute’s dialogue. 
His first film, In The Company of Men, is about two 
young corporate sharks deciding a six-week business 
trip is the perfect setting to seek out a vulnerable 
woman to wine-and-dine-and-dump. 

This film boasts a bon mot which I’m sure many 
people dashed home to needlepoint into a cushion: 
“Never trust anything that bleeds for a week and 
doesn’t die.” Your Friends and Neighbors demon- 
strates a similar compassion for women with its les- 
son in life: “Tits like that have a name.” And this 
comes from a writer/director who’s a Mormon. 

And this is also the project and the 
& director Patric is so pleased to work 
with. The stone truth of it all is that as 
disturbing as the film is and as objec- 
tionable as the characters are and as 
disheartening as LaBute’s view of inti- 
macy is, it’s accurate. It’s concentrat- 
ed and it’s brilliant.

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Tankers features a motley crew of mercenaries. That saves money: weapons

rett Manyluk would probably make a 
8 good soldier. He’s big and strong and dri- 

ven to achieve, the kinds of qualities offi- 
cers at Canadian Forces Base Namao may 
have noticed as Manyluk directed his cast 
and crew over the past month during shoot- 
ing (as in film-making) sequences at the base. 

Because it seems Manyluk also makes a 
good film-maker. Winner of the best director 
prize at Edmonton's 1995 Local Heroes 
Festival's Local Exposure amateur video con- 
test, the Red Deer native went on to join a 
couple of Edmonton partners in proposing 
and designing a new, live action/computer 
animated television series featuring futuristic 
soldiers and weapons and science fiction 
locales. That project eventually fizzled with- 
out getting picked up by any stations, but 
Manyluk kept portions of it and ideas from it 


alive in his new feature-length film Tankers. 

“We use the term pressure-cooker and 
that’s exactly what it is,” Manyluk said of the 
story, which takes place in 2172 and involves 
a tank-bound, female-led mercenary force 
sent to a hostile planet to secure an ore-pro- 
cessing plant. “You stick them in this small, 
little, caged environment and then poke them 
with hot sticks and then we turn the tempera- 
ture up and watch the human animal and see 
what it does under those circumstances.” 

Manyluk likens the story to any number of 
military action movies, both science fiction 
and otherwise. But that doesn’t mean he 
respects all those movies. 

“(Some) science fiction pieces (put) very 
believable characters in what are unbeliev- 
able circumstances. Blade Runner, certainly. 
And the biggest one I can think of in terms of 
storytelling is James Cameron’s Aliens,” he

said. “But that’s probably our best example 
as compared to — I'll take a personal bent 
here — a movie like Starship Troopers, 
which I felt didn’t convey the military experi- 
ence very well at all. In fact, it was kind of a 
joke.” 

That’s why Manyluk and his production 
partners Chris Manyluk (his brother) and 
Ryan Pfannmuller have taken their directing 
hero Cameron's perfectionist research meth- 
ods to heart. Last year, they got most of the 
cast to partake in military-like activities on 
their parents’ farm outside Red Deer. And 
they have also established a broad connec- 
tion with the Canadian Armed Forces to take 
advantage of the soldiers’ expertise about 
military tactics and tank warfare. 

“That's probably our biggest coup right 
now. They like the production and they like 
the message that it’s sending, I believe, about 
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gender equality in the forces. And certainly, 
the kind of story about the armored experi- 
ence (as opposed to trench warfare, jet fight- 
ers or navy operations) really isn’t done.” 

And this is where Manyluk’s soldierly char- 
acteristics emerge anew. Because he’s obvi- 
ously genuinely excited about portraying a 
new kind of military story, and he’s genuinely 
excited about what he has learned about tank 
warfare. 

“There’s a million horrible ways for a tank 
crew to die — it’s just a lousy experience in 
this hot box where your hydraulics can go 
and you can get sprayed with oil and if you 
get hit, there’s all these multiple ways that 
you can be completely dismembered and 
they might find your shoes. 

“But at the same time, they say, there’s no 
more incredible power rush than sitting atop 
one of these things as you roll into a town 
with a gun the size of Nebraska that can blow 
the shit out of everything.” 

It might not feel so powerful to finish this 
movie, however. There is no distribution deal 
yet for Tankers. The Manyluk/Pfannmuller 
team will have the added advantage of actual- 
ly having a finished product to offer distribu- 
tors, instead of just a script, but this is still 
Alberta, a province where the availability of 
film funding — from any source — has 
dropped drastically. 

But Chris and Brett Danyluk say they 
know what they’re facing and they still see 
some light. 

“There's a sense of companionship and fel- 
low industry support (in Alberta’s film indus- 
try). Maybe it doesn’t exist on the upper layer 
but certainly now, you take a couple steps 
down to the good people that are here,” Brett 
Manyluk professed. “I think the people that 
are left over can deal with it, and when the 
atmosphere here finally is conducive to film- 
making on a larger level again, they’re gonna 
be the ones that will rise to the top. And bet- 
ter work, ultimately, is going to be pro- 
duced.” 

Ahhh, spoken like a true soldier of the 
Alberta film industry.

Q: I am a heterosexual woman fascinated 
by the idea of fisting. My lover, always will- 
ing to indulge, was gentle and slow the first 
time we tried it, and he made sure I was hot 
and wet before beginning. We made it to 
four of his fingers inserted up to his knuck- 
les before it got too intense, and we had to 
stop. I would like to repeat the experience 
— this time with lots of lube — hopefully 
getting his entire fist inside me. However, I 
have a couple of concerns: 

As far as I know, vaginal fisting is primari- 
ly a lesbian activity. My lover is six-foot-five 
and his hands are large — larger than the 
hands of most lesbians, I’m willing to bet. 
My vagina is medium-sized. I've heard the 
argument that women’s vaginas are capable 
of stretching to accommodate a whole baby; 
therefore fisting is possible because a fist — 
even the fist of a six-foot-five man — is 
smaller than a baby. This sounds plausible, 
but birthing is a couple-of-times-in-a-lifetime 
event, stressful to a woman's body, while 
sexual activities are regular occurrences. 
When my lover's fingers were inside me, I 
loved the sensations, but they were sensa- 
tions of both pleasure and pain. I’m not sure 
I can take his whole hand. My vagina wasn’t 
exactly sore the next day, but it occasionally 
twanged and throbbed, and generally made 
me aware of its existence. Is it possible that 
my lover’s fist may be too big for me? Am I 
hurting myself by even attempting this? Are 
lesbians better fisters than men because 
they have smaller hands? 


I’m also concerned that repeated attempts 
may stretch my vagina, possibly resulting in 
one that is too large to please my lover dur- 
ing traditional fucking. It would be so sad if, 
as a direct result of my lover’s desire to 
please me, my vagina lost its ability to hold 
his cock tight. Lesbians don’t need to main- 
tain vaginal snugness, so they can fist away 
with abandon. But should straight girls do 
this? 


Wannabe Fistee 


Hey, WF: My current intern — a damn 
lesbian named Leslie hand-delivered your 
letter to Raven Gildea, another damned les- 
bian, who along with Alex Jade teaches The 
Cunt Class, “a hands-on experiential work- 
shop for women interested in fisting, G-spot 
stimulation and [female] ejaculation.” 

Your concerns are similar to those of 
many women who come to (and occasional- 
ly come during) Raven and Alex’s fisting 
workshops. Raven assured me that with a 
little practice you would be able to get your 
lover's fist into your cunt. “Slow, gentle, hot, 
wet: sounds like she was definitely on the 
right track,” but if on that first attempt you 
were only using your natural juices, Raven 
strongly recommends you try again with 
lube. “Lots of lube is a very good idea, no 
matter how hot and wet you are. Latex 
gloves can help too: covered with lube, 
they’re very slippery.” 

And don’t let that first failed attempt 


make you feel like a fisting failure. “A 
woman who’s never been fisted before may 
need quite a few times, going at a very slow 
pace, before the first fist goes in. Stop when- 
ever either of you is ready to stop, and have 
faith that eventually it will happen. If you 
got this far, ‘four fingers and some knuck- 
les,’ odds are it will happen.” 

While men’s hands are generally bigger 
than women’s hands, and full-term babies 
are bigger still, you won't have to stretch

position is for the fistee to be on her hands 
and knees, with the fister’s arm in hand- 
shake position.” 

Is it possible your boyfriend’s hand is sim- 
ply too big? “Without seeing his hands,” said 
Raven, “I can’t say for sure it’s not possible 
that his hands are too big. But I really, really 
doubt it. Really.” 

Could you do yourself permanent damage 
fisting? “Not as long as you stop when 
you're ready to stop, and go at a pace that

nearly as much to get a fist in as you would 
to get a baby out. “Some dyke fisting tops 
have really big hands,” observed Raven, 
“and some dyke fisting bottoms have really 
small bodies. The important thing is that a 
woman’s pelvis can accommodate a baby,” 
and, therefore, a hand. “The angle of your 
lover’s hand makes a big difference: your 
pelvic bone has a diamond-shaped opening, 
and slight wrist adjustments can line up the 
widest parts of his knuckles with the widest 
parts of your pelvic opening. Also, you have 
more room in the direction of your asshole 
than in the direction of your clit. A good 


works for you.” Raven points out that most 
of the birthing process is about dilating the 
cervix: the baby actually passes through the 
vaginal canal pretty quickly. “The mother 
may feel panicked and out of control, and if 
she isn’t relaxed and open enough, she'll 
tear.

“Not really, I mean, we might 
talk about how much sex we’re 
having, or what position we last 
longest in,” he offers. “Or maybe, if 
we’re feeling really confessional, 
that you wish she’d be more into 
oral sex, for example.” 

“But you wouldn’t share your 
cunnilingus tips with your friend.” 

“No.” “Why not?” 

“I dunno, it seems so clinical. I 


once walked into a room where 
some women were having a graph- 


ic conversation about blow jobs,” 
he explained. “It was a real turn- 
off. It made it seem impersonal.” 
Most men I’ve gone out with 
learn to live with the fact that my 
girlfriends get all the dirt about 
our relationship — but that dc 
mean they like it. Some guy 
even tried to stop it, “forbidding” 
me from talking our sex life 
to my friends. As still, I do agree 
that there is such a thing as too 


much information. You have to 
know where to draw the line. 

But it’s worth learning how to 
talk candidly about sex. There’s 
too much valuable information 
there not to. Whether it’s for 
advice, tips or the sheer pleasure 
of living vicariously through a 
friend’s sexual experience, talking 
to your girlfriends about sex can 
be tremendously useful. It’s a 
chance to gush, especially early on 
when you're not ready to let him 
know the extent of your feelings. 
Spilling your guts to a girlfriend 
can help channel some of your 
excitement so you don’t spill it on 
to the relationship before he can 
handle it. 

Later on in the relationship, talk- 
ing to a girlfriend about your sex 
life is good for test-running a dis- 
cussion topic before you bring it 






up with him. By bouncing your 
thoughts off a friend, you sort out 
your feelings, figure out if there 
are solutions you could exercise 
on your own, and come up with 
the best way to raise the issue with 
him. If there are sexual problems 
your girlfriend may have had a 
similar experience and can share 
how she dealt with it. 

It’s easier early on, when things 
are less intimate and you're less 
concerned about the guy’s feel- 
ings. As you get closer, you devel- 
op more respect for his privacy 
and we tend to share less with our 
girlfriends (they usually have most 
of the vital information by then, 
anyway). Also, as you get closer 
you share more with your partner, 
so there’s less need to go else- 
where for advice. Besides, after 
you're with som e for a while, 
your sex life takes on its own 
unique complexity and loses some 
of the universality that makes it 
such fun to share with friends. 

Sometimes it’s more fun to keep 
it to yourself, or yourselves. 
There’s an excitement in knowing 
there are things only the two of 
you share, especially sexually. 

Still, no matter how long I'm 
with someone, there’s no way I 
could keep my girlfriends in the 
dark entirely. I admit, I wouldn't 
be comfortable knowing all his 
friends know what it takes to get 
me off or my favorite position. But 
I wouldn’t mind if you guys com- 
pared a few more notes now and 
then.
